It la the work of these par­ 
ticular airmen to hunt out tropical 
storm*, these storms sweeping up 
from the equator and threatening

Accurate Forecasting 
Recently the storm hunters re­ 
turned from a scouting expedition 
of one of these hurricanes. The 
reports

from remote land stations, had 
reached the Western Bureau at 
-San Juan. 
From theoe reports 
Army and Navy aerographer* in 
the Caribbean area were in agree­ 
ment within one-half degree of the 
location of the storm.

The London Times (known both

domestic policy.” 
Having lived in England many 
years your columnist accepts that 
as a fair appraisal. The land 
of 
Cedric 
the 
Saxon—aristocracy, 
m iddle-class 
and labor — rarely 
has leaped without taking a good 
look. 
However, we shall make a mis­ 
take if we don’t recognize this po­ 
litical turn-over 
as epochal, not 
only for Britain but for the world. 
W hat might be regarded as a pass­ 
ing storm in one of the more in­ 
flammable countries of the con­ 
tinent, cannot be dismissed light­ 
ly in staid England. 
The voters of this traditionally 
conservative country have given a 
clear m andate to try the experi­ 
m ent of socialistic nationalization. 
Of course we needn’t worry about 
this affecting John Bull’s pledges 
regarding the war and global re­ 
habilitation. His word is his bond. 
Still, this 
“swing to the left” 
is 
likely to affect the outside world 
both politically and economically. 
We may expect, I believe, that 
socialism’s surge to power in B rit­ 
ain will afford strong encourage­ 
m ent for similar movements 
on 
the European continent, which al­ 
ready 
is seething with 
political 
leftist ferment. And probably this 
encouragem ent won’t be confined 
to the mere psychological 
effect, 
for 
governments 
like 
Spanish 
Generalissimo Franco’s 
dictator­ 
ship can hardly look for support 
from B ritain’s new Labor regime. 
Also, British labor is dead against 
w hat 
it calls Tory 
imperialism, 
and therefore there may be some 
modification in London’s attitude 
towards the 
old zones 
of influ­ 
ence. 
The economic side strikes me as 
being a potential block-buster un­ 
less handled with extrem e 
care. 
Any sweeping experim ent in state 
ownership, 
and 
the consequent 
displacement of private 
enter­ 
prise, would be bound to produce 
a big 
change, 
and 
w hether 
it 
would be for the better or for the 
worse is one of the imponderables. 
Certainly it would affect not only 
England but foreign countries, in­ 
cluding the United States. 
B rit­ 
ain is a mighty cog in world econ­ 
omy. 
Precisely because it is an 
ex­ 
pedition into the unknown, many 
observers believe th at the Labor- 
!tes 
will proceed 
circumspectly. 
Probably the 
first changes 
will 
include nationalization of the coal 
m ines and transport. So far as the 
m ines are concerned, 
one 
feels 
eure that the m ajority of English 
people will welcome the change if 
for no other reason than to better 
the plight of the great arm y 
of 
m iners who 
long have 
suffered 
terrible poverty. 
Wholesale nationalization over­ 
night doesn’t seem likely.

M inister Attlee’s

Scott's Scrap Book 


200 
Aores Will 
Be Added 
To Noted Prehistoric 
Site in Highland 


A Urge number of residents of 
this community will be 
inter­ 
ested in knowing that Fort Hill j 
State Park, famous prehistoric In­ 
dian fortification Just off Route 
41, near Sinking Springs, is to be 
extended as result of $8,000 set 
aside by the 96th General As­ 
sembly, largely through the efforts 
of Senator Albert L. Daniels of 
Greenfield. 
The $8,000 is included in the 
Additions and Betterments Bill for I 
the purchase of about 200 acres 
southwest of the present area. In­ 
cluded in the new area is the re ­ 
mainder of the scenic gorge of 
Baker’s Fork, to State Route 124. 
The total acreage in the Fort 
Hill State Memorial 
will 
reach 
1200 with the new purchase. Sena- 
ator Daniels initiated the move 
to preserve the Fort 
Hill 
area 
when he was a member of the 
House of Representatives in 1932. 
In that year the Legislature passed 
the bill appropriating $12,000 for 
the purchase of 275 acres. In 1938. 
300 acres were added, and in 1941, 
159 acres were acquired. Other 
purchases have brought the pres­ 
ent total to 1000 acres. 
Fort Hill was built by Indians 
who inhabited Ohio 
before 
the 
white man arrived. 
It is thought 
to have been the work of a people 
known as the Hopewell Indians, 
another of whose famous earth­ 
works is Fort Ancient in W arren 
County. 
Fort Hill, however, is 
yet to be opened by the archaeo­ 
logists. The fortification is located 
on the top of a hill over 400 feet in 
height. 
The earthem walls are 
about 8500 feet in length and en­ 
close approxim ately 35 acres. 
Besides its production as a pre­ 
historic people, the Fort Hill area 
is one of the outstanding nature 
study spots in Ohio. Here is a fine, 
nature, and unspoiled forest with 
a large representation of woody 
and berbacious plants. The beau­ 
tiful limestone Gorge has a wealth 
of rare and attractive plants. This 
area is the westernmost outliner of 
the Appalachian 
Plateau, 
with 
trees such as the 
Chestnut 
and 
Sourwood characteristics of east­ 
ern mountain areas. As though this 
were not enough, the 
Fort 
Hill 
area also has a num ber of plants 
of the Canadian forests in the 
cool shade of B aker’s Fork, such 
as the Canadian Yew and Arbor 
Vitae. 
There is a corresponding 
wealth of animal life, many of the 
rarer and more intei'esting birds 
and animals of southeastern Ohio 
being present. 
According to Senator Daniels, 
the Ohio Archaeological and His­ 
torical Society which administers 
Fort Hill, has plans not only for 
further investigation of the pre­ 
historic earthworks but to develop 
the natural history facilities. Prior 
to the war, nature study walks for 
the study of birds, animals and 
plants, were provided. These will 
be renewed on definite schedules 
at the w ar’s end. 
Fort Hill attracted 36,000 visi­ 
tors in 1941. The w ar has brought 
drop to 10,000 in 1944. Present 
indications point to about 20,000 
for this year. Soon after the war 
the annual visitation should run 
between 75,000 and 100,000. 
E. C. Zepp, Vice Director of the 
State Historical Society in charge 
State 
Memorials, 
declared: 
Senator Daniels deserves a great 
deal of commendation for his con­ 
tinued interest in Fort Hill. 
He 
has been a consistent and valu­ 
able supporter of appropriations 
for land acquisitions and develop­ 
m ent of the property.”

American m ilitary expects on 
heavy projectiles 
the ability 
to launch bombs of that size 
from aircraft is now limited only 
by space considerations. 
But, with steady developm ent

promise of employing bombs of 
50,000 pounds or even heavier.” 
The experts say bombs of such

THE giving of vitamins to a 
■orrnal person whose diet is sup- 
dying all of the necessary food 
uhstan'-es probably has little, if 
»ny, effect. 
However, when 
a 
person’s diet is deficient in the 
carious vitamins, and this is what 
happens to many people, damage 
fo many different parts of the 
body may occur. 
According to Doctor Levon D. 
Wright, Jr., of New Orleans, vita­ 
min deficiencies may particularly 
affect the intestinal tract. 
Vita­ 
min A. which is found in fats such 
as cod liver oil and butter, is 
necessary for the normal action 
of the lining membranes of vari­ 
ous body tissues. 
As a result of 
a deficiency of vitamin A. there 
are wasting of this lining mem­ 
brane and suppression of the nor­ 
mal secretions. 


Resistance Low ere d 
As a result of these changes the 
lesistance of the tissues to infec­ 
tions may be lowered. 
A lack of 
vitamin A in the diet may pro­ 
duce changes in the teeth and in 
the 
lining 
membrane 
of 
the 
stomach, intestine Rnd mouth. All 
of these changes ma} interfere 
with th# digestion and absorption 
or taking up of food substances 
from the bowel. 
Doctor Wright thinks that lack 
of 'vitamin A may be a factor in 
causing a deficiency of acid secre­ 
tion in the stomach. 
The most 
common 
complaint 
which 
may 
occur in such a condition is diar­ 
rhea or frequent bowel move­ 
ments. 
The exact cause for this 
diarrhea is not clear hut it prob­ 
ably is related, he thinks, to the 
changes whieh have occurred in 
the lining membrane of tha bowel 


or perhaps to the lack of acid in 
the stomach. 
It would appear that a great 
deal 
of further study will be 
needed to determine to just what 
extent a vitamin 
A deficiency 
damages tha intestine and what 
symptoms 
m a y 
he 
produced 
thereby. 
The vitamin B-complex is made 
up of a number of different sub­ 
stances, the most im portant of 
which are thiamin, or vitamin B-l, 
riboflavin or vitamin B - 2, and 
niacin or nicotinic acid. 
Doctor 
W right believes that with a vita­ 
min B-complex deficiency there is 
an increased movement of the in­ 
testine which may cause pain in 
the abdomen, and diarrhea. 
Fur­ 
thermore, 
the 
muscles become 
contracted. 
As the deficiency oc­ 
curs, the muscles become weak­ 
ened and the movement of the 
contents of the bowel is slowed 
down. 
With this disturbance of th# 
movement of the bowel, there 
may be excessive gas formation 
and the retention of fluids in th# 
intestine. 
Not only may these 
changes in movement occur, but 
also there may be some disturb­ 
ance in the lining- membrane of 
the intestine. 
In patients with 
excessive gas formation, diges­ 
tive disturbances and constipa­ 
tion. it has been found that tha 
administration of vitamin B-com­ 
plex 
in 
liberal 
quantities 
has 
brought about great improvement. 
Of course, digestive disturb­ 
ances may come from a large va­ 
riety of causes. 
However, in all 
such instances it is important to 
determine if the patient’s diet is 
satisfactory and he is receiving 
adequate quantities of vitamins so 
that they may be administered if 
at all necessary.

And, probably sooner than la­ 
ter, you forgot all about Selective 
Service. 
Despite 
your protests, 
Selective Service had don- its bit 
by you and handed you over to 
the Army or Navy so you comd be 
taught how to really gripe in the ■ 
approved 
GI way. At any ra te .; 
you 
figured 
you’d 
neve- hear i 
from Selective Service again. 
But you’re wrong there. Mate. 
Just as Selective Service got you 
into trouble, so does it get you out 
of it after you leave the service. 
For it’s the agency given the task 
of putting ex-Joes back in their 
old jobs.
